According.to_an_account given the 
Vancouver News-Adverti by 
vinciat Constable Woollacott, 
| was a rough time at Sotntula, Malcolm 
Island, about a week ago. Elmer 
Chambers, a-logger and. steamboat 
man, alleges that he called at Sointula 
with the steam. tug Winetto on May 6, 
having only the sistant on board A 
appeared to have been spread 
among the Finnish colonists that 
Chambers had refused to pay wages 
owing to some of them, and when the 
Winetta' called ther on May 6 an 
alleged yeclal, constable, who had 
been filegally sworn in by the local 
Finnish J. P., went down to the wharf 
to selze the boat 

Chambers otsjected to this 
calling up his engineer, tri 
on the wharf to cast off the 
By this time a dozen or more 
had gathered on the Wharf, and 
tacking Chagbers with “clubs, 
drove him back of the tug again. 
caught an axe and began to hack at 
the tug’s lines, and at the same time 
the engineer started vp the engines 
and began to pull away.
